New York, March 15.—Under the ef­ 
fect. of 25 per cent money and the gen­ 
erally pessimistic sentiment developed 
as a result 
of the recent 
heavy de­ 
cline trading on the Stock Exchange 
Thursday reached a stage of demorali­ 
zation bordering on actual panic. The 
worst period of the day was shortly 
before tho 
closing of the 
Stock Ex­ 
change session, although there was an 
extremely violent falling off in prices 
between 12 and I o'clock. 
New low 
records for the year and in some in­ 
stances for several years were estab­ 
lished in tho active speculative issues 
under 
precipitate 
selling with 
the 
market apparently without buying or­ 
ders other than those of the bears to 
cover their short contracts and realize 
their profits. 
The closing quotations 
showed the following declines for tile 
day in loading shares: 
Amalgamated Copper, 17%; Ameri­ 
can Smelting, 1C!4; 
St.. Paul. 1314;

The 
announcement of 
government relief

Little to Account for Weakness. 
Other than higher money and the 
generally bearish feeling there was 
nothing to account for the market’s 
weakness unless it was the nervous­ 
ness of stock market traders as to the 
attitude of the national administration 
toward the railroad corporations. Just 
before the midday break a rumor was 
circulated and was given considerable 
credence, to the effect that a banker 
who had lust returned from Washing­ 
ton had reported to his friends that 
the president had declared that his

For 
several days* Wall street had taken the

Great disappointment was expressed 
at the news credited

House and treasury department have 
been flooded with appeals for Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Cortel- 
you to take some action to avert the 
‘‘threatened disaster” in the financial 
railroad world. 
It can be stated au­ 
thoritatively. however, that President 
Roosevelt will not change his attitude 
toward the railroads, though it is ad­ 
mitted that the administration has no 
intention of entering on an extremely 
radical attack on the railway corpora­ 
tions. 
While it is known that the visit of 
.T 
Pierpont 
Morgan 
to the 
White 
House last Monday night to induce the 
president to issue a reassuring state­ 
ment to the country in regard to the 
administration's attitude toward the 


railroads, and the apparent failure of 
the financier’s appeal has had much 
te do with the panicky conditions that 
swept 
over 
Wall street 
Thursday, 
President 
Roosevelt has 
repeatedly 
said that be Is not an enemy of the 
railroads and that those that obey the 
laws have nothing to 
fear from the 
government. 
While it has not been 
definitely decided, tho president may 
Issue a statement outlining his atti­ 
tude 
after he 
bas conferred 
with 
Presidents McCrea, Newman, Mellen 
and Hughitt on the railroad situation. 
The conference with the four rail­ 
road magnates, which was granted by 
the president at the earnest request of 
Mr. Morgan, will be held the early part 
of next week. 
It is generally under­ 
stood by those close to the president 
that the railway officials will urge Mr. 
Roosevelt to take some steps to "allay 
the public anxiety now threatening to 
obstruct 
railroad 
investments 
and 
construction and as to the relations 
between the railroads and the govern­ 
ment.” 
Since Mr. Morgan’s hurried trip to 
the White House the 
president has 
held numerous conferences with Chair­ 
man Knapp and members of the inter­ 
state commerce commission In order 
that he may be in a better position to 
present the administration’s side of 
the question when he meets the rail­ 
road presidents next week. 


Railroad Interests to Elame. 
The 
administration is firmly 
con­ 
vinced that the great unrest in finan­ 
cial circles has been brought on by 
the arguments advanced by the rail­ 
road 
interests 
in trying 
to prevent 
"hostile 
legislation” 
in the 
various 
states and not by the attitude that tho 
federal government has taken to en­ 
force the laws regulating the common 
carriers. 
E. II. Harriman, when he 
v/as in this city 
recently, and Presi­ 
dent A. B. Stickney 
of the Chicago 
Crest 
Western, who 
called at 
the 
White 
House 
Thursday, 
have 
ex­ 
pressed the same opinion. 
In his Interviews with the members 
of the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion, the president is fortifying him­ 
self with regard to all the facts that 
body has disclosed during its various 
investigations. 
In this way he will be 
able to meet argument with argument, 
and fact with fact. 
The president, it 
is known, takes the same position as­ 
sumed when he sent his message to 
congress last December and called at­ 
tention to the fact 
that "during tho 
past five months,” within which the 
new law' was operative at that time, 
"the railroads have showed increaser! 
earnings and some 
of them unusual 
dividends.” 
This, the 
president be­ 
lieves, refutes the claims of (he rail­ 
roads at the time that the new' law 
would ruin them, and emphasizes the 
fact 
(hat rate 
legislation either 
by 
federal or state governments Is not 
the cause of the present panicky con­ 
ditions. 
The 
president, 
too, has 
referred 
significantly to another part of his 
message in which he said: 
"It must not bo supposed, however, 
that with the passage of those laws It 
will be possible to stop progress along 
the line of increasing the power of tho 
national government over the use of 
capital in interstate commerce.” 


Has Taken No Backward Step. 
Tri pointing out these and other pas­

taken no backward steps in his views

in that measure at the request of the

and in 
fulfillment 
of a 
promise he made 
to Mayor Schmitz 
and the school hoard of San Francisco 
during their negotiations at the Whit.* 
House, if the San Francisco authori­ 
ties would rescind their action on the 
school question. 
The promise of the 
president and that of Mayor Sshmitz 
and his associates brought to a close 
the controversy over tile school ques­ 
tion. which had given the Washington 
authorities considerable concern.

Employes of Louisville Railway Com­ 


pany Will Return to Work. 
louisville, 
Ky., March 
15.— By a 
unanimous vote the 800 striking union 
employee 
of the louisville 
Railway 
company decided to accept the terms 
agreed upon by their executive com­ 
mittee and the officers 
of the com­ 
pany. 
All the strikers will go back 
to work and full service on the city 
and suburban lines operated by the 
company will be resumed at once. The 
strike began at 5 o’clock last Sunday 
morning 
and 
caused a

complete tleup of all tho company’s 
lines. 
The negotiations for peace were re 
sumed at the 
offices of the 
railway 
company at 
Twelfth and

streets, while the wildest riot that has 
occurred since the strike hogan was 
at its height only five blocks away.

California Court Refuses Writs of Ha- 


beab Corpus to Ruef and Schmitz. 
San Francisco, March 15. 
The state 
supreme court bas denied tilt* appli­ 
cation of Mayor Schmitz and Abraham 
Rtief tor writs of babels corpus. 
In 
tile case of the mayor the merits of 
his application were not dwelt upon 
af all. 
The court held that his plea 
that he was unjustly held in custody 
on grand jury indictments was mad t 
merely to make out a case of habeas 
conins: 
that his 
restraint was

prtual, but technical, and that he be­ 
came a nominal prisoner for the pur­ 
pose of securing the writ.
